Stop Coudert's 
Drive Against Unity 
„ It is noteworthy that two members of 
the Rapp-Coudert Committee, which is 
headed by Vichy’s lawyer, Senator Coudert, 
refused to sign the disruptive report issued 
the other day. One of these was Assembly- 
man Irving Davidson who recently voted 
against extension of the committee for an- 
other year. The other was Irwin Steingut, 
Democrat minority leader and an ex-officio 
member of the committee, who a few weeks 
ago warned against the divisionist activi- 
ties of Coudert and urged unity against Hit- 
ler. 

It is all the more difficult, therefore, to 
understand why newspapers which support 
the war, like the Times and Herald-Tribune; 
should condone the Vichy-like reports of 
Coudert. In his attacks upon liberals, pro- 
gressives and Communists, Coudert is do- 
ing the same work done by the Lavals and 
Petains to soften up France for conquest by 
the Nazis. 

In fact, there is a startling inconsistency 
between the Times’ attack upon the Ameri- 
can Communists in an editorial on Fricay, 
and its editorial praise on the previous day 
of the French Communists as forming “a 
rallying point for patriots joined for the first 
time to the forces of the extreme Left by 
the strong bond of a common hate.“ 

The Times rightly sees that France’s hope 
in the struggle with Hitler rests on this all- 
inclusive unity. Why does it not see that. the 
same unity is also our hope for successful 
war against the e “~namy? 

Like the French Communists, the Amer- 
ican Communists, 2 is well known, are com- 
pletely devoted to the fight against Hitler- 
ism.
